On Public Speaking 

THERE has probably never been .i 
period in the University life of Can- 
ada -when public speaking haf been as 
popular as is the case at the present time. 
The average student now realizes that 
oratory should not be monopolized by poli- 
ticians, lawyer.s, clergj-men, auctioneers 
and others like them who require it in 
their business. That to be able to get up 
on one's feet and express one's thoughts 
in a clear and logical way is now the rea- 
sonable ambition of most people who de- 
sire to put their University training to 
the best advantage. 

A reason for this new popularity lies in 
the fact that public speaking has lo.-ît much 
of its ancient terror. The days of the old- 
time spell-binder are just about over. Plat- 
fomf parading, desk-thumping, vocal gj-ni- 
nastics, — ^these things are frowned on now 
and are being supplanted by the more in- 
formal, or conversational, style. This is 
more natural, easier on the speaker and 
easier on the audieaice. 

. There are certain rules whicH • be- 
ginner should note well. He should never 
attempt a speech Avithout that thorough 
preparation -which comes through reflec- 
tion on the .subject, intelligent reading 
concerning it, and a proper arrangement 
of what he lias thought and what he has 
read. He should know how to deliver it ^ 
and this he can Jearn by observing certain ^ 
common-sen.se rules such as always facing i 
his audience, keeping his hands and his 
feet in a natural position and using such \ 
"change of vocal jjacc" as befits the tenor , 
;of liis remarks. Finally he should do three 
things — PEACTISE, PRACTISE AND 
THEN MORE PRACTISE.

"In flo far as mind controls the 
body, it may bo able to llvn aficr 
d^enth," stated Rev. J. Smyth, Prin- 
ciple of tho Tlipologlcnl Collect'. In an 
address on "Science and Immortality" 
at the Y.M.CA. Forum. Tho «pcaker 
Fald that ho would not deal with the 
rrllgloufl or iihllosophlcal arguments 
for Immorality, slnco they did not 
conio within tho Hcopo of his subject; 
but ho dealt with It from a scientific 
viewpoint using, aa far as ho could, 
fact ns a bnols. 

Soienlifio Era 
With tho nùv ot this mechnn- 
I.'nl and ficlcnllflc era, man Is becom- 
ing Ics.i and less Interested In what 
Is to happen to him In tho world to 
come; and moro concerned with tho 
existing social conditions. Moreover, 
the old Ideas of heaven as a place 
whoro choral efforts ore rated highly, 
lack tho risky glamour rcf(u.rod by 
tho wentcrn irlnd. Thoughtful people 
uro rather repelled by these Ideas, If 
not rather attracted by tho moro 
heated abode; sceptics regard the 
future, and especially the llfo after 
death as uncertain and are aro Intent 
on- getting tho most out ot this life 
whilo they aro here. 

For tho m.os.scs at any rale, «clen- 
tlflo proof as apar'. from religion be- 
lief seems necessary and tho sciences 
havo gone far to establish a degree 
of Degrcee. Tho action ot tho ' brain, 
said the speaker, and that of the 
body on the mind must bo tho prim- 
ary consideration. Athough physical 
Illness havo an effect on the mental 
and moral condition, tho tendency 
now-a-days Is to think In *he op- 
posite direction. Psycho-Therapy ..nd 
Christian Science both ' go to demon- 
strate th-e o^ntrolllngr and healing In- 
fluence ot tho mind over the body. 
Seriously Wounded 
In tho war there were hundreds ot 
men seriously wounded, who were 
not aufforing tho least pain bc:ausi>. 
they were not thinking about tt His- 
tory Is full of cases liko Disraeli, 
Stevenson, Volstalre, who did won- 
derful things In spite of physical 
weakness and Ill-health 

As the mind grows. It gradually 
acquires the power to remember 
things, to store beautiful Images and 
to think for Itself. "The dawnlns of 
will comes when tho mind no longer 
responds automatically to stlmulae 
and when wo bend our actions and 
our desires to our Intellect." Thus, 
argued tho speaker. It the mind over- 
powers the material' and corruptible 
through lite. It will overcome the 
physical shock of death. 

"The final argument, I will present 
to you" concluded Dr. Smyth, "Is
